In planting it is very important with Cabbage or Cauliflower that the plant 
is set down to the first leaf, so that the stem is all under ground, for, if exposed, it willbe split by the action of the frost, and will be 
injured in consequence. The plants are usually set out from the middle of March to the middle of April, in rows about two feet apart, 
and eighteen inches between the plants in rows. This earliest crop matures in June. For second early the early kinds should be sown 
first week in April and planted out in May, This crop should mature in July and August. The late varieties are usually sown igae 
early part of May, and the plants are set’in July, at distances of three feet between the rows, and two feet between the plants. is

About Lawns and Lawn Grass Seed 
FORMATION OF LAWNS FROM SEED 


It is a well-ascertained fact that a thicker and more prolonged 
growth is produced by a mixture of many sorts of grasses than by 
only one ortwo. For every different kind and condition of soil 
there are grasses that are especially suitable. Some sorts do 
best on high ground and in dry weather; others prefer plenty of 
moisture. Some mature so early, and others so late, that from 
the beginning of spring until winter sets in thereis no time when 
one species or another is not at its best. The quantities given are 
the minimum, and may often be increased to advantage. 

The ground should be thoroughly drained and well prepared. 
The soil ought not be too rich, as a rapid growth is not wanted 
in the grasses of a lawn; but the surface should be as much 
alike in quality as possible and thoroughly pulverized. After 
sowing, the ground should be rolled in order to press the seed 
firmly into the soil. The proper time to sow grass seed depends, 
of course, upon the latitude. In the Central and Eastern States 
from March 15th to the middle of May is the best time, but in favor- 
able seasons the sowing may bedone upto Julyist. Seed may also 
be sown in the fall, provided it is done early enough to secure a 
good, strong growth before winter sets in. The sowing should be 
done when the ground is moist, or before an expected rain, and a 
| subsequent rolling is always advisable.

When properly sown it catches well, giving a 
good sod the first year ; in favorable seasons a fair yield of hay may also be 
obtained. Up to the present the best results have been obtained by sowing 
plenty of seed on well prepared ground as early as possible in the spring. 
From two to two and one-half bushels should be sown to the acre, depend- 
ing somewhat upon the season and condition of the soil. The forage, 
though coarse, is of excellent quality and, under ordinary circumstances, 
a large amount of early spring and fall feed may be obtained, in addition 
toagood yield ofhay. Thus far the grass has endured drought perfectly 
and has never winter Killed at any point in the least. 

On our own fields, where we have now cultivated same for the fourth 
year, the Bromus Inermis attains a height of 5 to 6 feet.

It is not a new and untried thing; more 
than ten years of cultivation have demonstrated its worth forall kinds of lands, hay, pasture or asa soilenricher, 
The most valuable forage plant. It requires a deep, mellow soil, the richer the better; newly broken sod does not 
do so well. In the dryest and most sultry weather, when every blade of grass withers, Harding’s Upland Alfalfa is as 
fresh and green as in the spring, as its roots go down from ten to twenty feet to the moisture of the ground. There 
are well attested evidences of where the roots have penetrated the soil to a depth of 40 feet and extended into a tunnel 
beneath, as shown in our engraving. Although a prodigious yielder, it does not exhaust the soil, but rather improves 
the ground by the decay of its long roots, and converts it into rich ground, full of vegetable matter. Alfalfa will succeed 
and do well on any good loamy soil, but the land must be well and thoroughly prepared and contain plenty of vegetable 
matter or be well enriched by the liberal application of well-rotted stable manure. A heavy application of lime is also of 
decided benefit. It is also decidedly preferable to sow it on land that has a porous or gravelly subsoil that the roots can 
penetrate. Alfalfa is a deep-rooting plant, and will give best results on soils of this character. The seed may be sown 
early in the spring, as soon as the frost is out, and the ground in proper condition in order to catch the spring rains, as it 
needs moisture to germinate: In localities where irrigation is used it can be sown successfully at any time during the 
summer months. In our state it is not advisable to sow later than the first part of September on account of early frosts, 
as the young, tender plants, not having sufficient roots, would succumb to our cold winters. Late fall sowing, say in 
October or November, is not advisable in localities where wind storms are prevalent during the winter and early spring, 
as the seed will be blown away before it has a chance to take root. Most of our successful Alfalfa growers prefer sowing 
the seed broadcast, while others are more in favor of drillingitin. If the latter plan is pursued, we advise drilling the 
seed both length and cross ways, say half quantity each way, in order to secure a more even stand. Thereis a great deal 
of discussion whether the seed should be sown by itself or with other grains, both methods being strongly advocated, 
Owing to the fact that Alfalfa needs light and sun, the majority of growers suggest sowing the seed by itself, provided it 
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peck to an acre) with it to afford some protection to the young plants against the scorching rays of the sun in midsum- 
mer. Another circumstance has to be taken into consideration. After the grain has been cut, and this should be done 
just as early as possible, it will be found that the Alfalfa has made such growth as to prevent any danger of being choked 
out by the weeds, and it will care for itself. Immediately after the grain is cut the Alfalfa will push out fresh shoots at 
once, and will furnish a light cutting in the fall, or at least good pasture.

PLANTING. Dig the holes wide enough to admit the roots in their natural ppsition without cramping, and deep enough to allow 
the tree to stand the same depth it stood in the nursery, throw the surface and the subsoil in separate piles; cut off 
CARE OF smoothly from the under side all broken or bruised roots and cut back the past season’s growth of top one-half to two-thirds, leaving 
two to three good buds to each branch—except for fall planting in cold climates, when it is best to defer top-pruning until spring, 

S T O C K just before the buds start. Atall times Keep the roots carefully protected from the sun and wind. Place the tree in the hole; fill 
¢ in with fine surface soil, working it in and among the roots, placing them out in their natural position; when hole is half full, pour 

in a little water and press firmly with the foot, filling all the cavities and air spaces with earth so that it will come in contact with all the roots; con- 


HINTS ON 


' tinue to fillupand keep pressed until the hole is full, when it should be covered with loose dirt to prevent baking, being careful not to get too deep. 


NEVER PUT ANY MANURE IN THE HOLES. A little bone dustis best in the bottom of the hole, and the fertilizers applied to the surface and 


worked in. A covering of coarse manure, straw, litter, hay, or even stones the first season, will retain the moisture, prevent injury from drought, 


and be of great benefit during the dry season. 

SMALL FRUIT PLANTS should be set in a pail of two or three inches of water and taken out one ata time as planted, and not allow the roots to be 
exposed to thesun orair. If not ready to plant strawberries on arrival, do not pour water on them in the packages or in the bunches, as they will surely 
heat and spoil. They may be spread out thinly in shallow trenches with their crowns even with the surface, and heeled-in as advised for trees, and 


sprinkled with water and shaded for a few days.
